Crew of North Bound Train 
Did Not Look. at Their 
Orders, 


ENGINEER FROM ATLANT 
WAS VERY BADLY INJURE 


Fireman Suddeth, of Atlanta, Saw 
South-Bound Coming Around a 
Curve and Jamped, Thus 
Saving His Life—Engineer 
Did Not Hear the 
Warning. 


Dalton, Ga., -August 8.—(Specia!.)—Four 
@re dead and three are seriousiy injures 
as a result of a head-on collision be- 
tween local No. 49 and an extra north, 
two freight trains of the W. & A. rail- 
road, the wreck occurring One mile 
rorth of the city this afternoon about 
5 o'clock. 

The dead are: 

J. L. Heggie, engineer on the south- 
bound train, and his fireman, John 
Roach: C. F. Coibert, head brakeman 
on the northbound train, and Tom Bar- 
tenfield, a brakeman on the southbound 
train. 

The wounded are: J. B. Kiliibrew, en- 
gineer on the northbound train, serlous- 
ly; Dilbeck and Cooper, two brakemen. 

Fireman Jamped. 

Fireman Suddeth, on extra-norih, saw 
the oncoming train and jumped. He es- 
caped without a scratch. Mr. Suddeth, 
who is a resident of Atlanta, in speaking 
of the wreck, sald: 

“The collision occurred because we did 
not look at the crders, I had forgotten 
to glane2 over the orders after leaving 
Dalton, when suddenly I thought of the 
southbound local. J] looked out of the 
window just in time to see No. 49 com- 
ing around a cucve. The engine was 
nearly on us ani IT screamed out to the 
engineer to jump. He did not hear me 
and I hesitated a moment and then 
Jumped. This slight hesitatidn was all 
that saved—me. for the cars piled up 
over the spot where I would undoubtedly 
have landed.” 

Mr. J. LL. Heggie, the engireer who 
was killed, lived in TunneihiH. -He haa 
been on the road for a long time afid 
was one of the most reliable employées. 
When dug from under a pile of rubbish 
his body was found to be terribly mu- 
tilated. His face was mashed beyord 
recognition. The body of Roach was 
held down by the trucks from under 
one of the cars. His body was also ter- 
ribly mashed. Cartenfield’s and Col- 
bert’s bod!les wer buried under cars. 

Roach and Bartenfield were both resi- 
derts of Dalton, as is Dan Dilbeck, who 
is suffering from a deep gash in the 
head. 


Killebrew From Atlanta. 

J. B. Killebrew, the engineer, who was 
seriously injured in the head and body, 
is a resident of Atlanta. His injuries 
are dangerous, but the phyisicians say 
that he has a fairly good chance to re- 
cover. Cooper, the = se injured brake- 
man, is also a citizeni/ of Atlanta. 

When the wrecking train arrived from 
“Chattanooga darkhess had come on and 
ithe raising of the wreck was carried on 
by the flickering light from torches and 
lanterns. To add to the awe-inspiring 
scene a rain began and when the cars 
under which were the bodies‘of some of 
the victoms were raised a gruesome sight 
was revealed. They were mangled until 
it was absolutely impossible to recog- 
nize them. Cars were piled’ in a ditch 
which ran alongside the track and the 
two engines lay side by side on a small 
incline. This wreck occurred within 4 
few hundred yards of the spot where 
a passenger train was wrecked about 
eight months ago. It was in this wreck 
that ‘one man was killed and Charlie 
Barrett, the well known Atlanta engi- 


neer, was seriously injured. 4

The girl and her two young brothers were 
playing in a cabin near the Carson summer 
home, near this city, when one of the boys 
threw a quantity of kerosene oil on the fire 
that had been built in the cabin. The boys 
were both badly burned, though both will re- 
cover.

They Refused To Work with the 
Non-Union Men at Los Angeles.

Chicago, August 8.—The telegraph oper- 
ators employed by the Western Union in 
Chicago went on girike tonight at 12 
o'clock. The troubie was precipitated by 
Angeles strike, 
augurated two days ago. 

Tonight the local executive board of 
the Commercial Telegraphers’ Union met 
and passed resolutions requiring the men 
to refuse to work with ‘the nonunion 
operators employed in Log Angeles. 
When the men were notified 9f this step 
all operators employed in the overland 
division of local office refused to 
work any longer with the nonunion men 
on the other end of the wire. 

When this announcement was made, 
Night Chief Harry Price ordered all who 
refused to work to leave the office. He 
then went into other divisions and. re- 
quested the men to go into the overland 
division.

At Midnight They Quit. 

This demand was refused and prompt- 
lv at midnight, by prearrangement, a 
whistle was blown and every operator 
employed in the main office, with the 
exception of six wire and loop chiefs, 
together with Night Manager Price 
and his two assistants, left their keys 
and, with a round of cheers, filed out 
of the office. The men employed by 
the company at the various morning 
newspapers had been notified of the 
contemplated strike, and they also quit 
work. ‘The local officials of the union 
tonight stated that the day force em- 
ployed by the company, most of whom 
helong to the union, would refuse to 
go to work in the morning. This will 
include all branch offices throughout 
the city. 

The national officials of the union 
spent all day today in an effort to pre- 
vent the “rank and file” of the organi- 
zation from taking matters into their 
hands and calling a strike. The men 
for weeks have maintained a sullen at- 
titude toward the company. The Chi- 
cago force was dissatisfied with the 
basis of the settlement reached at the 
time the strike in San Francisco was 
called off. 

After the men had’ quit work, Seécre- 
tary Russell refused to talk about the 
controversy except to say that the men 
had taken matters into’ their own 
hands and undoubtedly felt that thiey 
were capable of handling their own 
affairs. 

Secretary 
safd: 

“The me nwere utterly tired of the 
conditions under which they were worok- 
ing and could not stand it any ionger. 
When the additional insult of asking 
them to work with non-union men in 
Los Angeles was put upon them, they 
refused to stand it and quit work, we 
could get no information of the situa- 
tion on the Pacific coast from our Na- 


tional officers, so we decided that it 
was up to us to take care of our- 


eelvees.”’ 

When Superintendent Cook, of the 
Western Union, was informed of the 
strike, he said that he was unable to 
sav anything that would be of interest 
and that he could not outline the ac- 
tion of the company until morning.

ties. The result is a complete victory 
for the state, securing the enforcement 


expected to realize great saving. 

The entire day was spent in confer- 
ence by Governor Comer, representing 
the state, and Colonel E. L. Russell, 
vice-president of the Mobile and Ohio; 
J. S. B. Thompson, assistant to Presi- 
dent Finley; Colonel Alex. P. Hum- 
phrey, of Louisville, and James Weath- 
erly, of Birmingham, attorneys repre- 
senting the Southern. 

Laws to Be Tested, 

The laws in question will not be put 
into effect permanently. The agree- 
ment specifically declares that their 
operation, beginning September I, are 
only subect to the final determination 
as to their constitutionality and their 
reasonableness, when a decision on 
these questions is finally -rendered by 
the court’ of last resort. Meanwhile, 
the other laws enacted by the legisla- 
ture at its winter session affecting the 
railroads of the state will remain in 
force. The railroad’s representatives 
agreed that they would appear before 
Federal Judge Jones and ask him for 
an order modifying the restraining or- 
der issued by the United States court 
two months ago, to permit of the im- 
medite operation, subject to the final 
decision of the courts, of the two acts 
in question. 

Only Southern Affected. 

In consideration of the agreement of 
the raifroad representatives to permit 
of the immediate operation of these 
two laws, the one affecting passenger 
traffic and the other the freight, it 
was agreed by Governor Comer that 
the revocation of the license of the 
Southern in Alabama should be can- 
celed and the company permitted to do 
business without hindrance by the 
state. 

The compromise affects only the one 
railroad system, the Southern. The 
other railroads of the state were not 
parties to the conference. 

A tegt case on the law by which the 
license was revoked will be made in 
order to determine the validity of the 
act and to establish a certainty of pro- 
cedure in the future along this line. 

A law in every essential feature the 
same as the bill under which the I- 
cense of the Southern railway was re- 
voked has been declared illegal by the 
federal court of the fifth circuit, Judge 
Thomas G. Jones holding that it vio- 
lates that section of the constitution 
of the state which guarantees the cor- 
porations the same rights before the 
courts that are enjoyed by private citi- 
zens. The case in point is that senate 
bill 86 provides that when any corpor- 
ation suit is moved from a state to a 
federal court the license of said corpor- 
ation is automatically revoked. The 
Southern moved a suit July 30 asa re- 
sult of which Secretary of State Julian 
revoked the license. 

Southern Won't Cartail Service. 

Washington, D. C.. August 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)}\—There have been reports that 
the Southern railway contemplates a 
curtailment of the passenger service 
in North Carolina and other southern 
states where reduced passenger rates 
have been put in effect. A prominent 
North Carolinian, who heard that sev- 
eral passenger trains at present in 
opevation in North Carolina were to be 
diseontinued by reason of the enforce- 
ment of the 2° 1-4 cent rate, called at 
the general offices of the Southern 
today and inquired as to the accuracy 
of this story. He was informed that 
the report is absolutely baseless and 
that no trafns are to be discontinued. 
The official who gave him this infor- 
mation stated that the passenger ser- 
vice would not be impatred in any in- 
stance where it is known to be profita- 
ble to the Southern. Officials are busy 
preparing the 2 !-4 cent interchangeable 
mileage book for sale in North Caro- 
lina.

“do pass."’ The same gentlemen ate 
tempted to gain recognition from the 
chair, but the mction was put without 
debate, and the bill was ordered back’ 
with the recommendation that it “do 
pass.”’

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WILL SOLONS SURRENDER,

Both House and Senate Have Oppposed Governor 
Interesting Developments Are Expected in 
View of Campaign Pledge. 


There are 108 members of the house 
and 28 members of the senate, more 
than a majority of each house, whose 
future course and ultimate political fate 
is just now the subject of a great deal 
of interesting gossip around the capitol 
and the Kimball house.

Governor Concedes the Nomination 
of Williams and Hopes That He 
Will Make a Great United 
States Senator — Varda- 
man Will Try Again. 


| Resolution About Waterworks and 
Pump Is Amended ivwice and 
Will Go Back to Council, 
Bids for Pump Not 
Declared Of. 


Jacksom Miss., August 8.—The denro- 
cratic state committee met at noon to- 
day anil declared Congressman Jonn 
Sharp Williams as the party nominee 
for the United States senate on tne 
canvass of the returns, which showed 
a majority of 648 votes for Williams, 
the totals being as follows: Williams, 
59.496; Vardaman, 58,848. 

There will no contest 
result. 

After a short caucus between the two 
factions, it was finally agreed to abide 
by semi-officialpreturns as furnished 
Secretary of State Power from the 
various countiés, and which show that 
Mr. Williams has a majority of 648 
votes. Ihe motion to declare Mr. Wil- 
liams the nominee was seconded by the 
friends of Governor Vardanian. 

The committee then formally declared 
Mr. Williams nominated as United 
States senator, and this is the final 
settlement of the now celebrated con- 
test.

The Federal Tax Stamp. 

Recently the suggestion has beer 
made by ardent supporters of the 
state prohibition bill that the next 
step to insure the enforcement of the 
law would be the passage by congress 
of a bill to forbid the issuance of a 
“federal license to sell liquor in any 
dry counties or states.” 

Instead of acting as a deterrent on 
the illegal sale of liquor, such a na- 
tivnal law would. on the contrary, 
very greatly increase the evil com- 
piained of and make harder the work 
of the state officers in detecting the 
offenders. 

It is hardly possible that one thor- 
oughly conversant with this subject 
would advocate the prohibition of the 
plan on which the government is now 
proceeding in breaking up the illicit 
sale and manufacture of liquor. By 
this plan there are now two barrels 
lcuded and ready to fire on that fur- 
tive and timid beast known popularly 
as a “blind tiger.” 

There are two avenues by which the 
law can approach and break up this 
illicit business. Along one the United 
States revenue officers travel, and 
these men are feared by the tigers 
more than by any other. From an- 
other direction the state and munic- 
ipal officers bear down on the illegal 
seller. He is thus kept between the 
upper and the nether millstone. The 
revenue officer is usually a stranger 
ir. the locality, is uninfluenced by lo- 
ca] relationships, acquaintances or in- 
terests. . His continuance in office 
does not depend upon the favor of the 
people among whom he works. He 
can prosecute the violators of the law 
without danger of having them turn 
against him in the next election. 

Under a recent act of congress the 
lists of holders of federal tax stamps 
are publicly published. They are 
available for inspection by any one 


who enres to seo them. The state’s4 


A

officers can secure the names of peo- 
ple to whom stamps have been issued, 
and by comparison with the list of 


‘those holding state and municipal li- 


censes be able to identify the illegal 
sellers. 

The tax imposed by the government 
upon the man who wishes to engage 
in the sale of liquor is not a license 
for him to prosecute this business. 
The question of issuing or witbhhold- 
ing a license is left to the state. In- 
Vuriably the man who is selling liquor 
without a license pays the government 
tax of $25 to escape prosecution from 
this source. The payment of this tax 
piesupposes the fact that he wants 
t’ engage in the sale of liquor, and 
many courts have so held, putting the 
burden upon the accused of proving 
that such was not his intention. 

Federal tax stamps will be issued in 
Georgia after January 1 to legal and 
illegal sellers of liquor. wrug stores 
which keep on hand Pure alcohol for 
medicinal purposes, allowed under the 
State prohibition law, wil} pay the 
federal tax. Illegal sellers wil] not 
te inclined to do so, since their names 
eculd then be secured by the officers 
cf the state and plans be laid to break 
uy their business. The United States 
revenue officers will continue their 
Vigilant prosecution of offenders and 
will thus cooperate with the state. 

Instead of favoring the bill, there- 
fore, the prohibitionists who under- 
stand it will very actively oppose the 
measure, as making harder the en- 
forcement of the law against the man- 
ufacture and sale of liquor in this 
State.

OPPOSE SOFT DRINK TAX 


Bottlers and Maneufacturers Say 
the Tax on Retailers Is 


Unjust. 


The tax of $2.50 imposed by the house 
yesterday on all retailers of soft drinks 
is being bitterly opposed by the manu- 
facturers of soft drinks and especially 
by the bottlers. Donald A. Loyless, 
editor of the Southern Carbonator and 
Fottler, and secretary of the Georgia 
Bottlers’ Protective association, in speak- 
ing of the effect of this tax of the 
manufacturers and dealers in soft 
drinks, declared that the injustice of 
the measure wasapparent. He said that 
already there Was a yearly tax of 
$400.00 on the manufacture and $25.00 
on the bottling of such drinks, and 
that the added tax of $2.50 would work 
great hardship both to the bottler and 
retailer that the sale of such drinks 
plays so small a part in the business 
of the little dealer that such a tax 
would in many instances cause the 
dealer to cease the handling of the 
drinks. Mr. Loyless also asserted that 
the attitude of the state as expressed 
by the action of its legislature was 
almost if not indeed hostile to the soft 
drink traffic. He said that notwith- 
standing the fact that Georgia stands 
first in the manufacture and propor- 
tionate consumption of soft drinks, she 
alone places a high tax on the manu- 
facturer and is the only state which 
taxes bottlers. He also declared that 
whereas other states protect bottlers in 
their property rights 4s regards the 
ownership of their bottles, in Georgia it 
is impossible to prosecute persons found 
with bottles bearing the bottler’s name. 

More than two hundred i bottiers 
throughout the state were yesterday 
wired to wire their senators to oppose

Nearly every member in the house 


availed himself of the opportunity of ex- 
presgjng his views for at least five min- | 


utes on the merits and demerits of the 
amendment. 

The advocates of the measure pointed 
out how lilinois and Massachusetts ex- 
acted a gross receipts tax of 7 on the 
railroads in that state and the railroads 
and states were thriving. It was fur- 
the rbrought out that the gross receipts 
of the railroads in Georgia for the year 
just closed was $37,500,000, and that a 
| per cent tax would give the state 
nearly $400,000 a year, or enough to pay 
off the indebtednes due the school teach- 
ers of Georgia. 

The opponents of the measure, and they 
were legion, pointed out the fact that it 
would not durt ¢ne big corporations, 
which could stand the tax, but would 
put out of business the little corpora- 
tions, such as undeveloped water pow- 
ers, private telephones and bobtail rail- 
roads. 

And so the battle waged. 

Mr. Adams, of Chatham, offered an 
amendment to the amendments chang- 
ing it to 2 per cent on the net income 
of the corporations. 

Mr. Chamlee, of Floyd, followed with 


an amendment to exempt undeveloped 
water powers. 

Mr. Molntyre, of Thomas, followed to 
exempt the railroads under actual con- 
struction. 

So great stress was laid upon the un- 
developed waterways and minor utilities 
being hurt that it is believed an amend- 
ed amendment will be offered today tax- 
ing only the big corporations and ex- 
empting. the struggling enterprises, with 
a hope of drawing votes and securing 
the passage of an income tax act. 

Anxious to Vote. 

The house was anxious to get down to 
a vote on the suldject of the governor's 
message and the Adams, Chamlee and 
McIntyre amendments went by in 4 
puff of ‘‘noes’’ given by a viva voce 
vote. When the Candler amendment 
was reached it was four o'clock and an 
hour before adjournment time. The aye 
and no vote was called and suStainea 
and the speaking began all over again. 

Fully two-thirds of the members 
availed themselves of the opportunity 
of expaining their vote and in this way 
the two hours was consumed. So close 
was the vote that there was objection to 
dispensing with a verification of it and 
it was ordered. The tellers went Over 
the vote three times before handing !t 
to the speaker. It was finally an- 
rounced as stated, 84 against the 
amendment and 83 for it, a total of 
167 votes cast out of a house member- 
skip of 183. 

This left the house with the Perry- 
Jackson amendment of: 2 per cent 
still to be acted upon today. 

Before adjourning, the speaker notified 
the house of the importance of an early 
attendance this morning, when the gen- 
eral tax act will again be taken up 
and this subject threshed out again. 
The general tax act is about half com- 
pleted and there are several special Or- 
ders set in addition to the general ap- 
propriation bill, which always  takeSe 
longer than the tax act to pass, and 
only eight days, including today, left 
this session. 

The house has agreed when the tax 
act is completed, which will probably 
be this afternoon, to take up thte @a&- 
be this afternoon, to take up the ag- 
bert, also mentioned in the governor's 
message, whereby it is proposed to 
raise the price of fertilizer tags trom 
ten to twenty-five cents each, the in- 
crease to go to the common school fund 
ef the state. In addition the senate 
disfranchisement bill is set for a spe- 
cial order after the appropriation Dill 
4s concluded, next week. 

Mr. Sheffield Explains. 

When the nouse met yesterday morn- 
ing, Mr. Sheffield, the author of thte

a question of personal privilege and 
explained that he meant no _ offense
